Aliquippa Soldier 
Sentenced to Life 
For Killing Woman 


Bamberg, Germany 
(JP)—Pvt. 


Edward L. Houser of Aliquippa, 
Pa., was convicted 
Saturday of 


killing a German woman and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 


The verdict by a U. S. Army 


court martial is subject to review. 
The court of seven officers decided 
after two hours deliberation the 
killing was not.premedittaed. 


Houser, a 26-year old negro, or- 


iginally was charged with premed- 
itated murder, which could have 
carried the death penalty. 


The victim was Mrs! Theresa 


Hauke, 42, divorced mother of two 
children. She was stabbed to death 
on a Bamberg street June 10. 


Houser said in a. written state- 


ment he and another negro sold- 
ier were with the German woman 
when a dispute over money devel- 
oped and she hit Hauser's compan- 
ion in the face with her under- 
pants. 


His companion cried "give it to 


her" and "suddenly I felt a knife 
in my hand and stabbed her with 
it."

' Harrisburg (JP)—A new all-time 


high voter registration in Pennsyl- 
vania, well above five million, ap- 
peared certain today for the Nov- 
ember election as candidates go 
into another heavy week of com- 
paigning. 


Reports from 15 of the state's 


67 counties, including the metro- 
politan areas of Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh, show an increased reg- 
istration of more than 330,0*0 vot- 
ers from the April primary. 
- 


The commonwealth's previous 


all-time 
high 
registration 
was 


5,014,710 in 1940. The registration 
for the April primary was 4,770,- 
383, needing 244,327 to aet a new 
record. 


The increased 
registration 
of 


331,426 reported from 15 counties 
took the total to 5,101,809, with 
52 other counties still to report 
their new totals, resulting from in- 
tensive registration drives. 


Each of the 15 counties report- 


ing showed an increased registra- 
tion, with tig gains made both in 
Philadelphia and Allegheny Coun- 
ties. 


Philadelphia reported an unof- 


ficial registration of 1,152,000, a 
gain of 155,173 from 
the April 


primary. Allegheny County, which 
includes Pittsburgh, 'reported 
an 


unofficial total of 885,452, a gain 
of 121,037.

To Increase Prices

New York 
(JP)—Two 
United 


States manufacturers today 
an- 


nounced increases in the price of 
newsprint, one by $5.50 a ton and 
another by $7 a ton. 


They follow increases of $10 a 


ton by Canadian newsprint mills 
last June 15 to bring the New 
York price to $126 a ton, a record 
high. 


The Coosa River Newsprint Co. 


announced at Coosa Pines, Ala., 
today it would increase its news- 
print prices $5.50 a ton on Nov. 
1, to $125'50 a ton on a mill basis. 
Although the company does not 
ship into New York, the price 
would be the equivalent of about 
$121.50 on a New York basis. 


The, Great Northern Paper Co. 


announced in New York that it 
would raise its newsprint prices, 
effective Oct. 1, - by $7 a ton to 
$123 a tori, New York basis.

Captured was Elmer Schuer, 21, of Chicago, who broke out of the 


Lewisburg, Pa., federal prison with the Nolen brothers on Sept. 10.

20,140 secondary schools in which 
driver education should be offered, 
toward the objective that every 
boy and girl should be properly 
equipped to take the wheel of the 
family automobile when the time 
arrives to obtain a driver's license. 


"Improper training of young 


drivers, who pick up bad motoring 
habits from others, including their 
parents, Is responsible for a large 
proportion of the nation's increas- 
ing toll of death, Injury and pro- 
perty damage in motor vehicle ac- 
cidents. This Is a sorry situation 
which should not be permitted to 
continue for very long, when driv- 
er education courses are available 
to every school in the nation 
whether large or small. Every 
high school student should receive 
driver education before gradua- 
tion. 


"It Is up to the parents of chil- 


dren in communities where driver 
education is not offered at present 
to discuss the question with their 
school boards and principals and to 
work through their Parent-Teach*- 
er organizations and other local

Hospital, the two officials of the 
blood cente/explained to Supt_ Ed- 
gar Alexander that aerioua consid- 
eration is being given establish- 
ment of the center with Warren, 
Bradford and Erie being consider- 
ed *s the sites. 
While physician* in the Corry 


area have not had many occasions 
to call on the Buffalo bank for 
rare or hard-to-match types of 
blood, it can easily be seen what a 
sub-regional bank located in this 
section would mean, Supt Alex- 
ender pointed out. 


In an emergency situation where 


the blood needed would n,ot be on 
hand at the local hospital, it would 
be possible to ruah it here from 
Warren — if that city is selected as 
the si'te — in an hour. 


Aside from saving that the sub- 


regional bank is being considered 
strongly, the two doctors gave no 
indication as to when it might be 
set up. 


If it should be established, the 


bank would serve, in addition to 
Corry. Meadville, Tltusville, St. 
Marys, Warren, Bradford, and as 
far north as Olean.

GUIDED MISSILES 


News that the Navy has used guided missiles in 


the Korean war brings up another new question in 
that strange and little-understood conflict. 


Will use of the powerful, pilotless weapons mean 


the beginning of a new and increasingly deadly 
phase of the war? It's not known generally how far 
the Russians have developed this type of weapon, 
but if they have it there is no reason to think they 
won't now use it. 


And once the bars are down, where do things go 


from there? Our first guided missile was a clumsy 
affair compared to the potential of this type of 
weapon, compared even to the type used by the Ger- 
mans in World War II. But once it becomes an ac- 
cepted thing in Korea, improved versions certainly 
won't be long in coming. 


Certainly, in an all-out war, it's to^be expected 


that all of the best and latest in military equipment 
will be used. But Korea is not an all-out war. It is 
very definitely and deliberately a limited war. 


How then does the, use of guided missiles fit in 


with this confined conflict? -If it means an intensi- 
cation, or even possibly an enlargement of the war, 
:hat is a matter of concern to the American people. 


PILOTS ARE WELL OFF - - • THE GROUND 
Pilots have said that flying a plane is a whole lot 


easier than driving a car. That's not so hard to be- 
lieve when you think of all the things that can hap- 
pen to a motorist at an intersection—which is a 
thing pilots don't even have to worry about. 


The motorist protecting himself against cross- 


roads catastrophe not only has to watch for stop 
lights and stop signs, he has to be sure the other 
fellow is obeying them too. He ndf; only must make 
his own left and right turns correctly, he has to be 
sure the other fellow is doing the same. 


The motoris^ not only has to watch out for other 


cars at an intersection, but for pedestrians as well. 
He must remember not to pass at an intersection and 
he must be OH the 'alert for anyone who does. 


All this just for an intersection—a thing pilots 


don't have to contend with. No wonder you seldom 
hear of flyers becoming cab drivers.

TT would be accompanied by a 
A statement that if the North Ko- 
reans OK. the Manchurians or the 
Chinese Communists or the Rus- 
sians advanced one inch below the 
present battle line, the U. S. would 
drop the atomic bomb on Peking, 
Moscow and/or any other desig- 
nated Communist-bloc cities. 


The plan sounded so good that 


some of the people who heard il 
wanted to try to sell it to Ike right 
away, and then announce it. But 
the man who had thought it up 
just smiled and said they shouldn't 
do that, because there was one big 
catch in the plan that made it un- 
workable. '

this plan as U. S. policy wouk 
mean abandoning completely the 
American and other UN prisoners 
of war now held by the Commu- 
nists.

An interpretation of this shows 


more than 90 per cent of the dairy 
farmers in 17 townships have reg- 
istered to participate in the plan 
while those advocating the 
pro- 


'grarn have not been able to sign^ 
up the required percentage in the 
other six counties. 


As one dairyman expressed it, 


"The six counties which haven't 
been signed up yet are those with 
the largest number of dairy farm- 
»rs." 
Two of the strongholds of the 


anti-Bang's control, are known to 
be nearby Spring Creek and Free- 
nold townships. 


Admitting that the program is 


moving slowly, those actively push- 
ing the program state that the mo- 
bile unit to be used in the "ring 
test" will not be available until 
eall.Through the test, whereby 
a 


sample of milk is taken from an 
entire herd, it is possible to tell if 
some of the cows are 
infected. 


However, it's only through a blood 
test that the individual cows can 
be found and this can be done only 
by a veterinarian. 


Even after the nng tests can be 


made, it is expected to be a long 
slow process before the affected 
cows can be removed from a herd 
because of the shortage of veteri- 
larians.

milk 


deliveries from dairies which are 
supplied from untested herds. 


This wedge is expected in the 


end to bring those farmers fight- 
ing the plan into conf ormance with 
it whether they like it or not. 


Chief objection stems from the 


fact that the state pays $100 for 
purebred and $57.50 for grade cat- 
tle. However, farmers are permit- 
ted to slaughter the cows, obtain- 
ing what price they can for them. 
Objectors claim the combination of 
the state payment and the slaugh- 
terer's price is not enough.
